INTRODUCTION. 


Alonzo  Lewis,  in  the  first  edition  of  the  History  of 
Lynn,  pubUshed  in  1829,  relating  his  sources  of  informa- 
tion says :  "  I  have  also  found  a  journal  kept  daily  for 
forty-four  years  by  Mr.  Zaccheus  Collins ;  and  another,  for 
twenty  years  by  Mr.  Richard  Pratt,  in  which  they  appear 
to  have  noticed  everything  remarkable  during  those  long 
periods,  and  from  which  I  have  extracted  many  interesting 
particulars." 

There  ought  to  be  many  other  such  manuscripts  in 
existence,  illustrating  the  early  days  of  Lynn.  Mr.  Lewis 
evidently  did  not  find  them.  He  styled  those  he  had  access 
to  "  Journals." 

One  of  these  so-called  Journals  is  herein  presented 
in  fair  type. 

Mr.  Richard  Pratt  prefaced  the  book,  which  is  in  his 
own  handwriting,   with  the  word  "  Memorandum." 

The  name,  "  Commonplace-Book,"  seems  to  be  an 
appropriate  title  for  it :  ("  A  book  in  which  things  to  be 
remembered  are  recorded."  —  IVebste/:) 

The  volume  of  the  original  manuscript  is  a  folio, 
measuring  about  seven  and  a  half  inches  in  length,  and 
six  inches  in  width. 

It  is  bound  like  the  Bradford  History,  in  parchment  ; 
once  white,  but  now  grimy  and  showing  its  age,  as  all 
things  old  will. 

The  cover  is  stout  and  strong  yet,  but  the  paper  is 
cracked    and   decaying.     If    its    contents    were  worth    pre- 
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serving,  the  time  had  arrived  when  it  should  be  copied. 
Those  interested,  thought  it  advisable  to  transcribe  its 
contents  ;  hence,  this  printed  reproduction. 

The  custodian  of  the  manuscript,  Mr.  Gilbert  Hawkes, 
who  is  a  great-grandson  of  the  author,  has  kindly  loaned 
it  to  us  for  local  historic  research.  He  received  it  from 
his  aunt,  Miss  Cynthia  Pratt,  who,  like  the  author,  was 
a  Lynn  school  teacher. 

Richard  Pratt  was  the  son  of  Grover  Pratt,  of  Maiden, 
who  came  to  Lynn  and  married  Rebecca  Lewis,  February 
17,   1725-6. 

The  home  of  Richard  Pratt,  where  he  jotted  down 
the  matters  that  seemed  to  him  important,  for  the  twenty 
years  prior  to  the  Revolution,  was  upon  Broad  Street, 
where,  in  later  years  his  grandson,  Micajah  C.  Pratt,  built 
the  brick  shoe  factory  which  still  stands.  About  it  was 
the  garden,  in  the  sowing  of  the  seeds  and  the  gathering 
of  the  fruit  of  which  he  evidently  delighted. 

He  was  born  November  27,  1728,  and  married,  Novem- 
ber 12,  1751,  Rebecca  Ingalls.     He  died  April  25,  1816. 

His  "  Texts  Preached  From,"  show  that  he  was  a 
constant  attendant  at  the  First  Church,  and  the  minute- 
ness of  his  vital  statistics  indicate  that  he  must  have  held 
some  recording  office  in  church  or  parish. 

Quite  a  number  of  pages  at  the  end  of  the  old  book 
are  taken  up  with  figures  such  as  a  schoolmaster  would 
have  occasion  to  use,  as  interest  tables,  examples  in  mul- 
tiplication, weights  and  measures.  These  we  have  omitted 
as  of  no  interest  to  the  possible  readers  of  the  book,  be- 
cause they  will  presumably  be  beyond  school  years. 

We  have  also  avoided  copying  the  entries  by  later 
members  of  the  family,  though  some  of  them  are  of  interest 
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as  treating  of  the  affairs  of  the  Friends'  Society,  to  which 
these  subsequent  users  of  the  book  had  become  attached. 

The  manuscript  is  legibly  and  neatly  written,  and  no 
attempt  has  been  made  to  modernize  the  orthography.  It 
is  not  to  be  taken  for  granted  that  our  diarist  did  not 
know  how  to  spell  because  he  did  not  spell  as  we  do. 
For  example,  he  uses  the  word  "goal."  The  dictionaries 
of  that  period  give  the  definition  of  "goal,"  adding,  "also  a 
gaol  or  jail."  He  uses  the  word  "  pease,"  which  is  still 
given  in  our  dictionaries,  though  "peas"  is  now,  perhaps, 
commonly  in  vogue.  We  write  the  name  of  the  ancient 
Lynnfield  minister  "  Sparhawk."  He  calls  him  "  Sparrow- 
hawk."  In  the  Saxon  tongue,  "  Sparrowhawk "  and 
"  Sparhawk  "  have  the  same  meaning. 

This  may  be  a  commonplace  book  in  another  sense 
than  is  intended  by  its  title,  inasmuch  as  it  sets  down  and 
records,  without  rhetoric  or  sentiment,  the  things  which 
came  to  the  attention  of  a  grave  and  clerkly  man,  who 
passed  an  uneventful  life  in  the  rural  hamlet  of  Lynn 
nearly  a  century  and  a  half  ago. 

Most  of  the  important  things  (that  is,  important  to 
anyone  save  the  diarist  and  his  kin)  recorded  therein  were 
of  events  not  happening  on  the  soil  of  Lynn.  But  they 
reveal  the  fact  that  the  pulse  of  our  provincial  life  was 
in  touch  with  the  great  world's  affairs.  Through  almost 
all  the  period  covered  by  this  record,  New  England  was 
harassed  and  drained  of  men  and  money  by  the  French 
and  Indian  wars.  It  closes  with  the  impending  conflict 
with  the  Crown.  Almost  the  last  public  event  mentioned 
is  the  laconic  entry,  "  1775  April  19.  General  Gage's  army 
marched  out  to  Concord  and  began  hostilities."  The  very 
last  public  event  recorded,  under  date,  "1775   May  27,"  is 
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the  "  Fight  at  Winnissiniet,"  which,  though  not  as  important 
as  Lexington  or  Bunker  Hill,  occurred  nearer  Lynn.  Be- 
tween the  above  two  recorded  entries  he  writes  under  date, 
1775  April  25.  '-I  began  to  keep  the  school."  After 
that,  either  the  school  or  the  clash  of  arms,  or  some  other 
good  reason,  dried  the  ink  on  Mr.  Pratt's  quill,  for  he 
ceased  to  write  of  afTairs  and  left  his  pages  blank.  His 
descendants  in  Lynn  and  elsewhere  are  numerous  and  re- 
spectable. A  great-grandson,  Sidney  Bowne  Pratt,  out  of  a 
modest  competency  bequeathed  to  the  Lynn  Public  Library 
(its  first  bequest)  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and 
thus  led  the  way  for  others  to  follow. 

This  book  has  been  printed  (not  published)  by  the 
thoughtful  liberality  of  Mr.  Micajah  Pratt  Clough,  a  great- 
great-grandson  of  Mr.  Richard  Pratt.  The  introduction 
and  notes  are  the  tribute  of  another  great-great-grandson. 

A  time-stained  bit  of  paper,  indorsed,  "  A  Worthy 
Man's  Character,"  written  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Pratt's  death, 
has  been  preserved  in  his  family  all  these  years — almost 
a  century. 

Perhaps  these  imperfect  reasons  for  putting  this  old 
manuscript  in  type  may  conclude  by  reciting  the  words 
then   written  :  — 

''  At  Lynn,  Mr.  Richard  JVatt,  a<,'ed  LXXXVH.  A 
man  who  justly  sustained  the  character  which  entitles  old 
age  to  the  appellation  of  '  Honorable.'  He  was  a  firm 
friend  to  the  Republican  Institutions  of  his  country,  which 
he  perceived  naturally  grew  out  of  that  '  Brotherly  Equality  ' 
guaranteed  to  all  men  by  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  He 
met  death  with  that  fortitude  and  trust  in  the  mercy  of 
God  which  may  remind  us  of  that  most  comfortable  truth, 
'  Blessed  are  the  Dead  which  die  in  the  Lord.'  -  Rev.xiv.  13."

(1)  This  was  the  greatest  earthquake  ever  known  in  New  England.  It  was  a 
part  of  the  same  series  of  convulsions  which  extended  across  tlie  Atlantic,  and  on 
the  first  day  of  November  iiad  overthrown  Lisbon,  had  buried  Sir  Henry  Frank- 
land,  the  collector  of  Boston,  in  the  ruins  from  which  he  was  extricated  by  Agnes 
Surriage,  the  maid  of  the  Marblehead  Inn,  whose  story  is  one  of  the  romantic 
happenings  of  our  provincial  history. 

William  Shirley,  the  English  barrister,  was  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  as  he 
had  been  ten  years  before,  when  he  organized  the  expedition  of  forty-three  hundred 
volunteers,  which  sailed  out  of  Boston  in  a  hundred  transports,  under  command  of 
a  fish  merchant,  down  into  the  ice-bound  north,  to  storm  and  capture  the  seemingly 
impregnable  fortress,  behind  the  stone  walls  of  which  the  trained  soldiers  of  France 
laughed  at  English  fleets  and  armies. 

Louisbourg  had  fallen  then  before  the  prowess  of  Massachusetts  men — the  great 
feat  of  arms  which  gave  our  fathers  confidence  and  steadiness  for  the  conflict  with 
the  Crown,  of  which  there  were  even  then  distant  rumblings. 

In  this  year  occurred  the  disastrous  expedition  of  Braddock,  in  which  the  young 
Col.  George  Washington  had  a  share. 

Braddock's  death  made  Shirley  Commander-in-Chief  of' the  British  forces  in 
America,  and  he  was  organizing  new  campaigns  against  tlie  French  and  Indians,  in 
which  he  relied  upon  New  England  provincial  officers. 

This  was  the  year  which  saw  the  eviction  of  the  French  inhabitants  of  Nova 
Scotia,  upon  which  Longfellow  based  his  pathetic  story  of  "  Evangeline,"  though 
he  distorted  history  in  the  telling,  for  those  Acadians  were  anything  but  the  gentle 
creatures  he  describes. 

Franklin  was  experimenting  with  electricity,  with  his  kite. 

"  The  forces  of  Nature  were  conspiring  to  add  to  the  wonderment  of  the  hour." 

(2)  Of  this  whale,  Alonzo  Lewis  says,  "  Dr.  Henry  Burchsted  rode  into  his 
mouth ,  in  a  chair  drawn  by  a  horse  ;  and  afterwards  had  two  of  his  bones  set  up  for 
gate  posts,  at  his  house  on  Essex  street,  where  they  stood  for  more  than  fifty  years." 

James  R.  Newhall  adds  : 

"  Opposite  the  Doctor's  house,  the  cot  of  Moll  Pitcher,  the  celebrated  fortune- 
teller, stood.  And  many  were  the  sly  inquiries,  from  strangers,  for  the  place  where 
the  big  whale  bones  were  to  be  seen."

(1)  Thomas  Pownall  was  Governor  from  August  3,  1757,  till  June  3,  1760.  when 
he  left  Boston,  for  South  Carolina,  of  which  he  had  been  appointed  Governor,  taking 
with  him,  what  was  somewhat  rare,  the  good  will  of  the  Province. 

John  Adams  said  of  him  : 

"  Pownall  thought  there  ought  to  be  a  good  understanding  between  the  capital 

and  country,  and  a  harmony  between  both  and  the  government Pownall  was 

the  most  constitutional  and  national  governor,  in  my  opinion,  who  ever  represented 
the  Crown  in  this  Province."— /o//«  Adams'  H^or/Jj,  X,242,  243. 

(2)  The  siege  of  Fort  William  Henry,  the  advanced  outpost  of  the  English  at 
the  head  of  Lake  George,  its  surrender  and  the  subsequent  butchery  of  the  disarmed 
garrison  by  maddened  savages,  make  a  thrilling  page  of  history. 

The  chivalric  name  of  Montcalm  was  deeply  stained  by  the  events  of  the  occa- 
sion. 

Much  as  laborious  historians  have  written  and  mapped  and  pictured  this  event 
and  its  surrouridings,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  people  know  more  of  the  heroism  of 
Fort  William  Henry,  from  reading  Cooper's  "  T!ie  Last  of  the  Mohicans,"  than 
from  all  other  sources.  The  genius  of  Cooper  painted  the  doughty  old  Scotsman 
Munro,  and  his  fair  daughters  Cora  and  .\lice,  in  such  colors  that  their  memory  will 
be  everlasting. 

Upon  the  site  of  the  Old  Fort  a  thrifty  modern  Boniface  has  erected  a  huge 
summer  resort.  The  old  name  flares  upon  the  brand  new  hostelry,  whose  tourist- 
guests  are  nut  allowed  to  remain  in  ignorance  of  the  past.  The  name  is  a  good 
advertisement.    Such  is  the  irony  of  history.

(1)  Governor  Pownall  arrived  in  Boston  August  3,  on  the  very  day  wlien  Mont- 
calm was  laying  siege  to  Fort  William  Henry.  "  The  news  did  not  reach  Pownall  till 
he  had  pushed  forward  troops  to  Springfield  on  their  way  to  relieve  the  Fort.  He 
put  Fepperill  at  once  in  command  of  the  militia,  and  a  large  body  of  armed  men 
gathered  under  him  on  the  line  of  the  Connecticut."—  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  Am., 
Vol.  V,p.  153. 

(2)  The  name  of  John  Games  is  commemorated  by  the  street  which  enters  Boston 
Street  over  the  site  of  his  residence. 

The  date  of  his  coming  to  Lynn  does  not  agree  with  Lewis,  but  is,  to  say  the 
least,  quite  as  likely  to  be  correct.    The  only  annal  of  I^ewis  under  date  18()2  is  : 

"  Kev.  John  Carnes  died  on  the  20th  of  October,  aged  78  years.  He  was  born 
at  Boston  in  1724,  graduated  in  1742,  was  minister  at  Stoneham  and  Kclioboth,and 
chaplain  in  the  army  of  the  Revolution.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he  came  to  Lynn, 
received  a  commission  as  justice  of  the  peace,  was  nine  times  elected  as  a  representa- 
tive, and,  in  1788.  was  a  member  of  the  Convpntion  to  ratify  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States.  Hewasan  activeand  useful  citizen.  He  married  Mary,  daughter 
of  John  Lewis,  resided  in  Boston  .'Street,  and  had  two  children  :  John  and  Mary." 

Reference  to  our  diarist 's  "  Texts  preached  froni  "  show  that  Mr.  Carnes  occu- 
pied Mr.  Henchman's  pulpit  on  two  Sundays  at  this  period,  to  wit  :  on  Oct.  9,  1757, 
and  Jan.  1, 1768.  This  strengthens  the  presumption  that  Mr.  Pratt's  date  as  to  the 
time  of  Mr.  Carnes'  removal  here  is  correct.

n )  At  the  time  this  entry  was  made,  the  conduct  of  affairs  in  the  Britisli  Govern- 
ment had  passed  into  the  hands  of  William  Pitt.  Hechanged  most  of  the  officers 
in  command  in  America,  and  devised  bold  and  brilliant  plans,  which  were  eventually 
to  result  in  the  overthrow  of  the  French  power  in  North  America. 

One  mistake  he  made.  He  allowed  Gen.  James  Abercrombic  to  remain  in  com- 
mand of  the  army  for  the  Crown  I'oint  campaign. 

Abercrombie's  army  sailed  down  Lake  George  early  in  July. 

In  the  attempt  to  lake  Fort  Ticonderoga,  which  is  the  event  our  diarist  has 
recorded,  Lord  Howe,  the  second  in  c(;mniand.  was  killed,  with  nearly  two  thousand 
Regulars  and  Provincials,  while  Montcalm,  the  I-rench  commander,  lost  less  than 
four  hundred. 

Among  the  Provincials  in  this  disastrous  fight  were  John  Stark  and  Israel  Put- 
nam, who  were  later  to  achieve  undying  fame  upon  the  fields  of  the  Kevohitionary 
War.

Of  him  Judge  Mellen  Chamberlain  says,  in  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist .  Am.,\Q\.  VI, 
p.  22  : 

"After  Pownall  came  Bernard,  and  with  him,  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution. 
Bernard  was  not  without  ability,  accomplishments  and  good  intentions  ;  but  he  was 
a  Tory.  More  firmly  even  than  Shirley,  he  believed  in  the  royal  prerogatives,  and 
in  some  modification  of  the  provincial  cliarters,  to  bring  their  action  into  harmony 
with  the  imperial  system.  During  his  administration,  and  in  some  cases  at  his  sug- 
gestion, the  ministry  entered  upon  that  series  of  measures  which  lost  the  colonies  to 
Great  Britain  :  —  the  enforcement  of  the  navigation  laws  :  the  use  of  writs  of  assist- 
ance; Grenville's  revenue  acts  in  l"6i ;  the  Stamp  act  of  17C5  ;  the  Townshend 
duties  of  1767 ;  and  the  arrival  of  military  forces  in  17G8." 


(2)  After  the  capture  of  Louisbourg, General  Amherst  sailed  to  Boston  with  his 
victorious  regiments,  and  thence  marched  overland  through  Massachusetts  for  the 
final  struggle  between  France  and  England  for  the  possession  of  North  America. 

Wolfe's  army  took  Quebec  in  175D,  as  noted  above,  and  Vaudreuil  surrendered 
Montreal  to  Amherst. 

On  the  8th  of  September,  1760,  the  capitulation  was  signed. 

All  Canada  passed  to  the  English  Crown,  and  Amherst  became  a  Knight  of  the 
Bath. 

On  February  10, 17C3,  the  treaty  of  peace  was  signed  at  Paris,  and  France  ceased 
to  be  a  factor  in  America.

From  thence  on,  the  old  Book  of  Records  of  Lynn,  through  the  period  of  the 
Revolution,  is  full  of  patriotic  votes  and  measures. 

When  that  book  is  printed  it  will  be  seen  that  Lynn  was  as  vigorous  and  as 
earnest  as  the  two  seaport  "  rebel  "  towns  of  Boston  and  Marblehead. 

Local  affairs  sunk  into  insignificance,  and  the  ways  and  means  of  securing  in- 
dependence are  set  down  at  length.

(1)  This  was  the  affair  known  in  history  as  the  Boston  Massacre.  The  cry  of 
fire  and  the  ringing  of  bells  drew  a  large  crowd  into  King,  now  State  Street.  There 
was  a  collision  between  the  crowd  and  the  troops.  Tlie  troops  fired  upon  the  people. 
Three  were  killed,  two  mortally  wounded,  and  several  others  injured.  Tlie  people 
were  greatly  excited  and  exasperated.  The  immediate  effect  was  the  removal  of  the 
British  troops  from  the  Town  to  the  Castle,  upon  the  demand  of  Samuel  .Adams.

(1)  General  Thomas  Gage  succeeded  Thomas  Hutchinson,  and  was  the  last 
Royal  Governor  of  Massachusetts. 

His  military  reputation  was  ruined  by  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill. 

He  made  his  headquarters  at  first  in  the  "King  Hooper '' house  in  Peabody 
(then  Danvers),  as  elegant  amansion  to-day  as  it  then  was.  He  had  there  with  him 
two  companies  of  troops  as  a  guard.  The  gathering  storm  soon  compelled  Gage 
and  his  troops  to  remove  to  Boston,  where  all  the  forces  of  the  Crown  were  con- 
centrated. 

In  the  beleaguered  town  of  Boston,  the  amiable  but  sluggish  Gage  remained 
till  Oct.  10, 1775,  when  he  turned  over  the  command  to  General  Howe,  and  sailed  for 
England. 

(2)  On  the  7th  of  Marcli,  the  King  sent  a  message  to  Parliament,  communicating 
the  dispatches  from  America,  with  the  story  of  the  destruction  of  the  tea  in  Boston 
Harbor,  and  on  the  14th,  Lord  North  brougiit  in  the  Boston  Port  Bill,  which 
diverted  tlie  commerce  of  Boston  to  Salem,  but  gave  power  to  the  King,  in  council, 
to  restore  it  upon  the  return  of  order  and  full  compensation  to  the  owners  for  the 
tea  destroyed. 

The  bill  passed  botli  houses  and  received  the  King's  assent  March  31st,  and  took 
effect  June  1st. 

Governor  Gage  ordered  the  General  Court  to  convene  at  Salem  on  June  1st,  by 
the  King's  command,  till  further  orders. 

The  Boston  Port  Bill  worked  havoc  with  the  commerce  of  Boston,  but  it  led  up 
to  the  idea  of  the  Continental  Congress.

(1)  Sumner,  in  his  History  of  East  Boston,  styles  this  affair  the  Battle  of  Nod- 
dle's Island,  and  the  second  battle  of  the  Revolution. 

The  Colonists  removed  the  cattle  from  Noddle's  and  Hog  Islands  and  captured 
an  armed  English  Schooner  at  Wiiinisimet  Ferry. 

This  was  the  first  action  of  the  K evolution  in  which  the  Americans  used  field 
pieces.  The  British  lost  many  men  killed  and  wounded.  The  Americans  had  no 
one  killed.  Israel  Putnam  was  in  command  of  the  Americans,  and  the  news,  reacli- 
ing  Congress  upon  the  day  it  was  electing  General  Ofificers,  so  influenced  it  that 
I'utnam  was  unanimously  elected  one  of  the  Major  Generals. 

'I'he  troops  were  ordered  to  act  under  a  Resolution  of  the  Committee  of  Safety, 
passed  May  14,  1775  : 

"  Resolved,  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  that  all  the  live-stock  be  taken  from 
Noddle's  Island,  Hog  Island,  Snake  Island,  and  from  that  part  of  Chelsea  near  the 
sea-coast,  and  be  driven  back  ;  and  that  the  execution  of  this  business  be  com- 
mitted to  the  committees  of  correspondence  and  selectmen  of  the  towns  of  Med- 
ford.  Maiden,  Chelsea,  and  Lynn,  and  that  they  be  supplied  with  such  a  number  of 
men  as  they  shall  need  from  the  regiment  now  at  Medford."
